The “love-in” 
with Soviet Russia while that nation con- 
tinues to supply the means of killing our 
boys in Vietnam, prove it. The complicated 
banking structure which hides the real 
debauchers of our religious and ethical ideals 
proves it. The only way we can even par- 
tially get at the culprits in the destruction 
of Christian civilization is to name the top 
leaders of the giant corporations most 
directly - involved in this enslavement .. . 
corporations like Radio Corporation of 
‘America, Columbia Broadcasting Company, 
the Xerox Corporation, The New York 
Times. 

Always the same influence appears .. . 
the influence that commands: “kill Christ.” 

The young people of this generation, fed 
on sex syrup and scientific materialism 
through the schools and colleges, do not 
know what this is all about. One must 
place the present situation against the back- 
ground of fifty years ago to see it clearly 
in all its deadliness. 

Young people today find motion pictures 
‘Snteresting” which would have caused open 
rebellion only 25 years ago. An example is 
“The Graduate” now making the run of the 
nation’s theaters and contaminating every- 
one it touches with its direct attack upon 
the Name of Christ, the Cross of Christ, 
and its presentation of seduction and adult- 
ery. The stage reeks with the same thing. 
Advertisements in the daily press today 
would have been banned as poisonous at- 
tacks upon the public welfare a few years 
ago. 

The use of the Negro question by the 
Christ killers is a case in point. It is obvi- 
ous to a child that the furor today over the 
race question has been implemented and 
financed, not to help the Negro, but to 
further undermine the foundations of 
Christian faith and our Christian civiliza- 
tion. The “love and brotherhood” slogans 
produce the opposite: hatred, anger, ob- 
scenity, licentiousness, a coarsening of 
everything that holds Christian -civilization 
together. 

Politicians are in such terror that they 
dare not tell the truth. Nobody seems able 
to publicize the facts about the financing of 
this large-scale destruction, yet almost 
everyone understands that it is being done. 
Eruptions of violence that have plagued 
American cities during the past couple of 
years do not just happen. They are fi- 
nanced. And when it is determined who 
is financing this violence and why, the 
people of America will be able to capture 
‘their nation, re-establish the Christian 
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; deals that have maintained law and order.

conference in Moscow is anybody’s guess. 
That his return to Prague was necessary to 
restore tranquility had obviously impinged 
even on the mind of the Kremlin, not noted 
for the subtlety of its perceptions, but the 
man who went back was a very different 
Dubcek from the man whose smiling face 
only a few days before had been a symbol of 
Czechoslovakian insouciance and defiance. 

Czechoslovakia’s radio and newspapers, 
after a few sardonic remarks, submitted to 
“voluntary” censorship, most of the Russian 
tanks retired beyond the public gaze, and the 
country was restored to the drab conformity 
of a Communist satellite. What of signifi- 
cance had taken place as a result of all the 
clamour and commotion? I can think of only 
one remarkable happening. When Dubcek 
was back, nominally at least, in the saddle, 
the regime proclaimed that the lives of up- 
wards of a thousand people had been endang- 
ered. and hastened to send them out of the 
country into Austria, apparently with Russian 
approval. 

Here, I thought, was a pointer to the miss- 
ing factor, for missing factor there obviously 
had been from the generally accepted narra- 
tive. It was not reasonable to suppose that 
the Soviet Union would have sent a huge 
army into a small neighbouring country for 
no other purpose than to stop this or that 
Czechoslovakian radio or newspaper commen- 
tator saying “boh” to this or that Czechoslo- 
vakian goose. Nor was it in the interest of the 
government of that small country to invite 
such an invasion by needlessly encouraging 
the game of goose-baiting. 

Those Elders Again! . 

What, then, was the real issue? I do not 
know the full answer, but I am indebted to 
Mr. Walter Laquer, the Director of the Wie- 
ner Library, for putting me on the track of a 
possible clue in an article he wrote for the Ob- 
server. The Observer, in describing his posi- 
tion, referred to the Wiener Library as “the 
Institute for the Study of Contemporary His- 
tory,” a charming euphemism for -World 
Jewry’s most highly-powered and efficient re- 
search and information service. It was Mr. 
Laquer’s use of the word “paranoid” which 
intrigued me, because the new line taken to 


try to discredit those of us who believe that 


much history can only be understood on a 
conspiratorial basis is to attribute to us the 
mental disease of paranoia. This is what he 
wrote: “Only a paranoid will claim that Rus- 
sia’s troubles with its allies in Eastern Europe

‘There were other strange circumstances 
about the Russian entry into Prague. Al- 
though equipped with the most lethal weap- 
ons, the huge armoured force was sent there 
obviously more for show than to deal out 
death. Casualties were few and the attitude 
of the Russian soldiers was less one of vigi- 
lance than of bored inertia. The whole thing 
had the appearance of play-acting, which in 
no way lessens the courage of the young 
Czechs who jeered at the troops and chalked 
swastikas on their tanks. They were not to 
know that the guns were unlikely to fire. Nor 
is it to detract from the courage of the tele- 
vision cameramen to say that the large 
amount of latitude they were allowed sug- 
gests that they were not altogether without 
protection. To be oblivious of the large ques- 
tionmarks which still hang over Prague is the 
sign of a comfortably credulous mind. 

Also of unusual interest was the reaction in 
other countries. At the time of the Hungari- 
an rebellion, while many members resigned in 
disgust, Communist Parties abroad were still 
playing the sedulous ape to Moscow. But not 
this time, Indeed, they seemed to agree with 
the B.B.C., which on several occasions went 
out of it§ way to refer to the Soviet’s hard- 
line Communists as “conservatists’”! What a 
weird. miscellany joined forces to protest 
against the invasion. The Popular Front ex- 
tended all the way from Mr. Heath to Tariq 
Ali, and Miss Pat Arrowsmith’s protest-prone 
sit-upon was also available for service in the 
same cause.
